Lake Villa Highway Is 

Covered; Basements 

Are Flooded 



Attempts to stem tho tide of rising 
water proved In vain, and heavy rain- 
fall and swamp lands draining Into 
Cedar lake, in Uie village of Lake 
Villa, caused the water to rise to un- 
precedented levels Saturday night 
and break the levee that protects the 

road. 

After two days of trying to check 
the water, workmen found It Impos- 
sible to reinforce the levee and the 
water broke through a large break 
that fiooded 200 feet of roadway on 
Grand avenue. The road Is still in- 
undated. 

Tho water lu the road rose tlirco 
feet above the concrete and forced 
the state highway police to barricade 
the road Saturday and Sunday. 

Many motorists, thinking the route 
safe, plunged Into the overflow only 
to have their motors stalled. 

The highway, at the point where It 
U necessary to bank the lake,. is 13 
feet lower than the shore level. It Is 
understood. There la an outlet from 
Cedar lake to Deep lake, which la 
farther west, but this proved to bo 
too small to carrj- away the surplus 

of water. 

Basements Flooded 
Many basements In that section 
flooded but property damage 
was light. The Brlnkman store, how- 
ever, was almost surrounded by tho

(Following Is one of a series ot 
articles on tubercnlosls prepared by 
Lake county physicians. The articles 
are published under the direction of 
the l*akc County Tuberculosis as- 
sociation and the Lake County Medi- 
cal society.— Editor's Note.) 

The last -0 years have seen great 
advances In the treatment of tuber- 
cuh>sls and wonderful achievements 
in reducing, the death rale from the 
disease. 

In the last 10 years, In the city of 
Chicago, deaths from tuberculosis 
have decreased 50 per cent. In 
Framlnghani, MnsKnchnsetts, after 
seven years of effort, the death rate 
was cut 6S iwr cent. A disease in 
which the death rntc can he cut near- 
ly tbreeqimrters in so short a time as 
seven years, can be wiped out entire- 
ly. A constant campaign of education 
is responsible for the achievements of 
the past 10 years, and it Is to further 
education ot the people that efforts 
toward eradicating the dlscaso must 



is no serious disoaso so curable as 
luberculoslrt if It Is treated In time. 
but only I)y months of pulnslaklng, 
conHclenllous treatment, with the phy- 
sician In constant charge Is this pos- 
sible. 

Whatever the form of tnherculosls, 
the treatincnl Is essentially the same 
—proper food, fresh air. lack of 
worry on the part of the patient and 
dolernilnation on bis part to recover. 
Need of Treatment 
During the lust ff-v V'^nrs '.he 
troalmenl of tnlterculosls has been 
completely revoluttoned. We used to 
believe thai a warm dry climate was 
necessary In the treatment of the 
disease. We know now that the prop- 
er treatment can be taken In Main 
or Iowa or Illinois just as well and 
with just as certain hope of cure as 
In California. Colorado or Arizona. 

The hopp 01 cure In tuberculosis 
lies with the early recognition and 
treatment of tlie disease. The person 
who is fortunate enough to secure an 
early diagnosis stands an excellent 
chance of recovery. There can be no 
more certain method of guarding 
against the posslliilUy of tuberculosis 
than that ot the regular physical ex- 
amination. If the family physician Is

OUR TOURIST TRADE 
With the statement that what France wants from 
the United States is more tourists and less ailvic. 
Miuolt Saunders. American correspondent in Paris. 
poinis out the Importance to Europe of the American 
tjMiriat trade, an item which wo are apt to overlook in 
ligurlng up the balance of trade between the United 
Stales and the nations across the big pond. 

Tho writer poliila out that before the World \\ ar 
lourlats ^11- lit about $100,000,000 a year in Europe. Now 
it I.^ csltnialed that they let go of almost S.^r.0, 000.000 ..f 
American money In Europe each year. This does not 
include amounts spent on foreign ships. 

The Krench say that they have been losing out on 
tho tourist trade for the past few years and that Ameri- 
cans are going in increasing numbers to Italy, Switzer- 
land and Cermany, lu.stcad of spending most of their 
time and money in Paris aa formerly. This situation Is 
regarded a.4 sw Htsrious Uiat the rreiich are nguriug on a 
general scheme of advertising and tourist propaganda 
to attract this bashiess back to France. 



All of which is very interesting in that It points 
out how Important American visitors are to European 
prosperity. Now the free traders are always tolling ua 
that wo cannot expect our foreign trndo to pro-fper un- 
loss we spend Just as much money In Europe, or more, 
than Europe spends with us. In order to Impress us 
with this fact they quote flgnrca showhiK that we are 
selling moro to this or that country in Europe than wo 
are buying from It. Therefore they say. wo are draining 
tho European imtlon of Its gold and It must soon (pitt 
buying from us. 

Hut somehow or other It doesn't seoin to worlc onl 
as the free traders It will. One reason why It doesn't 
work out la the tourist trade mentioned above. If Amer- 
ican tourists spend a billion a year In Europe, and are 
increasing that amount each year, It must he admitted 
that the sum ts a sizeatde one, and does some good In 
restoring the balance of gold. Of course there are other 
factors which refute the contentions of tho antUtarlff 
man. one of which is that foreign trndo Is not a mattor 
ot trade between two nations entirely. For instance we 
might sell more In Europe than we buy and make this up 
by purchasing moro tlian we sell in India, Europe 
getting even in internutlonal trado by boosting Its hnsl* 
ness with tho Asiatics. 

Tariff schednlcH are to he revised In the coming 
spsslon of Congress, especially In the Interest of the 
farmer. The cry will he heard that we are destroying 
onr foreign trade because wo sell more than we buy in 
certain foreign countries. When this argument is put 
up to you just think of tho big sum spent each year In 
Europe by American tourists, and think, too. of the 
millions spent each yertr by American tourists in 
Canada. Tliere Is one item not to be overlooked In our 
trade relations with our neighbor to the north of us.
